HEALTH TIP OF THE MONTH : JUST MOTHER REASON TO GET MORE VS 

Is there anything as rejuvenating as a good night's sleep? It gives us energy, clears our mind, and makes us 

more productive when we need it. Most of us know of the negative effects of sleep deprivation, but did you also 

know that not getting enough sleep is more likely to make you gain weight? Sounds like a strange 

causal relationship! Most health care providers will agree that adults need 7-8 hours of sleep per night. 

According to the Researchers in the Nurses Health Study, people who slept 5 hours or less were 

32% more likely to gain weight than those who slept at least 7 hours. Those who slept 6 hours per night were 

12% more likely to gain weight than those who slept 7 hours. 'What maybe the rationale for this association? 

Not getting enough sleep affects the levels of two important hormones: leptin and ghrelin. Leptin is a hormone that is re- 
leased by your fat cells and aids in determining your satiety, namely how full you feel after a meal. When your body doesn't 
have enough calories, leptin levels dip. This signals your brain that you need to eat something. Ghrelin is a hormone that is 
produced in the stomach and signals hunger pains. When you are sleep deprived, leptin levels drop and ghrelin levels in- 
crease, even if you are full. This happens because your body sees sleep deprivation as a major stressor and tried to adapt in 
some way to this added stress. In addition, being tired causes people to crave carbohydrates like sweets, salty 
snacks like chips and other simple carbohydrates, like white pasta. One possible explanation for this is that your 
brain interprets sleep deprivation as the need for more energy and carbohydrates are the main source of energy 
for our body. Let's face it! When you're tired because your were up most of the night, it's a lot easier to reach for 
a candy bar than it is to prepare a healthy meal like vegetables, lean meat, and brown rice. 
So if you're trying to lose weight, don't skip out on a good night sleep.

Holiday Season Safety Tips 

Decorations 

When spraying artificial snow on windows or other 
surfaces, be sure to follow directions carefully. These 
sprays can irritate your lungs if you inhale them.. 

Fireplaces 

You should not try to burn evergreens or 

wreaths in the fireplace or in a wood stove 

to dispose of them. They are likely to flare 

out of control and send flames and smoke 

into the room. Also, do not burn wrapping 

paper in the fireplace because it often 

contains metallic materials which can be toxic if burned. 

Candles 

Never use lighted candles near trees, boughs, 
curtains/drapes, or with any potentially flammable item. 

Toys and Gifts 

Be especially careful when you choose toys for infants or 
small children. Be sure anything you give 
them is too big to get caught in the 
throat, nose or ears. Avoid toys with small 
parts that can be pulled or broken off. If 
you are giving toys to several children in 
one family, consider their age differences 

and the chances that younger children will want to play 

with older kids' toys. 

Alcohol, Parties and Driving 

Being a smart party host or guest should include being 
sensible about alcoholic drinks. More than half of all 
traffic fatalities are alcohol- related. Use designated 
drivers, people who do not drink, to drive other guests 
home after a holiday party. 

Stress 

The holiday season is one of the most stressful times of 
the year. You can't avoid stress completely, but you can 
give yourself some relief. Allow enough time to shop 
rather than hurry through stores and parking lots. Only 
plan to do a reasonable number of errands. When 
shopping, make several trips out to the car to drop off 
packages rather than trying to carry too many items. Take 
time out for yourself. Relax, read, or enjoy your favorite 
hobby at your own pace.

Swim only in designated swimming areas and never swim alone. You never know when you might get a cramp. 



Wear repellents, especially when hiking or camping, to prevent Lyme disease (spread by ticks) and West Nile virus 

(spread by mosquitoes). 
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
